For Fourteen

But Koosevelt -was not the only 


American to whom the ktiser made 
overtures. He was constantly Inviting 
American millionaires to pay him 
yachting visits at Kiel or wherever 
else he happened to be. 


He sat for a portrait by an Amert- 


'can painter, which was exhibited with 
a large collection of other American 
works under the kaiser's auspices. 


There was nothing that the kaiser 


did not do In bis efforts to Ingratiate 
himself with this country la the hope 
that he would reap his rev-ard when 
the great war he was anticipating 
eventually broke out. 


Taken Individually, these various In 


ddents seem trivial enough, but I 
have every reason to know that the 
kaiser attached considerable impor- 
tance to them. I know that there was 
a good deal of chagrin In the tirades 
he delivered to me against America for 
her part In supplying munitions to the 
allies—chagrin at the thought that the 
seed he had sown in America had 
failed to bring forth better fruit. 
When we finally entered tha war and 
be realized that all his carvJnlly nur- 
tured plans of years had availed t><™ 
naught, he could not restrain his bit- 
terness nor conceal his disappoint- 
ment 


"AD my efforts to show my friend- 


ship for America—exchanging profes- 
sors with your colleges, sending jay 
brother in your country, all—all for 
nothing!" he eiclaimed, disgustedly, 
after we had entered the wrr. 


On another occasion he sh >wed even 


more clearly how far America had fal- 
len short at his expectation.-.: 


"What has become of thosa rich 


Americans who used to visit me with 
their yachts at "Kiel and come to my 
entertainments In Berlin?" he asked, 
sarcastically. 
"Now that we have 


England Involved, why arent they 
utilizing the opportunity to serve and 
to make their own country great? Do 
they think I pat myself out to enter- 
tain them because I loved them? I 
am disgusted with the whole Anglo- 
Saxon race I™ 


The kaiser couldn't understand why 


the United States did not -ielze both 
Canada and Mexico. Apparently, from 
the way he talked from time to time, 
if he had been sitting in :be White 
House he would hnve crabbed the en- 
tire Western Hemisphere. 


That the kaiser followed American 


politics very closely, especially after 
the war broke out, was very natural. 
The fact that there was a sreat Ger- 
man-American vote In tnii country 
was not overlooked In Potsdam, and I 
haven't the slightest doubt *he kaiser 
Imagined that ho could exert consider- 
able influence in o - s-lectiojis through 
his emissaries in , ".-, country. 


I returned to Benin late In October 


of that year. Within a dty or two 
after my anival I received a telephone 
message ,from the Relchskanzler von 
Bethmann-Hollweg to the effect that 
the kaiser had sent him word of my 
return nnd that he would l.ke me to 
call at his palace either that noon or 
at four p. ID. 


I was ushered Into a very Urge room 


in the corner of wlilch \\ns a business- 
like lookin:; flat-topped desk, but w hlch 
was otherwise elaborately Juraished. 
The relchskanzler, a tall, broad-shoul- 
dered, handsome specimen of a man, 
curae over to me and, putting his arm 
in mine, walked me to a seat besiue 
the desk. He nsked me whac I would 
smoke, and upon my taking a cigar- 
ette, he old likewise. 


"The kaiser's been telling me, doc- 


tor," he said, "of your recent visit to 
America, and I would like to ask you 
a few questions." 


I said that I was always glud to talk 


of America. Indeed, I was particular- 
ly (rlad of the opportunity to speak 
with the prime minister of Germany at 
that time. 


Tten followed a bewildering succes- 


sion of questions, the purpose of 
whlcA was not at all clear to me. We 
bad a peculiar conversation—half In 
Germun, half In English. The relchs- 
kanzler did not speak English partic- 
ularly well. 


"How are things in Amer'ca?" he 


asked. "Did you have any opportu- 
nity *.o gauge the political situation? 
Who do you think will be the next 
president? Do you think that Ameri- 
cans are opposed to peace because 
that would end their chance to make 
money out of the war! 
Are your 


people so mercenary that they would 
like to see the war prolonged for the 
sake of the money they can laake out 
oJ It?' 


"So. yoir excellency," I replied, 


"you are quite wrong If you Imagine 
that my countrymen would like to pro- 
long the war for the sake of war- 
profits. That is very far frcm being 
the case. On the contrary, tie coun- 
try at large Is anxious for p*'ace.M 


"Dont forget your people i.re mat- 


ing a lot of money out of this war," 
the relchsSanzler persisted. 
"They 


are becoming very rich. They will 
soon have all the gold In tha world. 
Patting an, end to the war would to a 
great irtcct end American opportuni- 
ties i-9 making money on ttls enor- 
mous ^ale." 


'That may be all true," I replied, 


"but fortunately my countryman think 
more of the blessings of peace and 
liberty than they do of war and profits, 
and the sooner peace can b« brought 
about on a basis which will have 
some assurance of permanency tho bet- 
ter we will llfca It." 


"Wilson ha« the greatest opportu- 


nity ever prauintid to a man -n maka 
his name Immortal—by brfOKiEjr 


peace in tne world," he went on. "We 
feel now that noils not our friend, but 
friendly to the allies, but nevertheless 
he may be ablo to see that If this war 
is prolonged Indefinitely it will mean 
the destruction of all the nations In- 
volved in it 
Do you think there Is 


any possibility of America entering 
the warj" 


"That, of course, will depend, your 


excellency,1* I answered, "upon devel- 
opments. I don't believe my country 
is anxious to fight, but I'm quite sore 
that nothing in the w,orld will keep us 
out of It if our rights as a neutral 
nation are not respected." 


"We certainly don't llko the way 


Hughes has been talking on the 
stump," declared the 
relchskanzler. 


"Did you hear any of his speeches or 
any of Wilson's?" 


I said I tad hafl no opportunity to 


hear any of the campaign speeches, 
but that I had followed them ill the 
newspapers. 


"Well, did you gather from what 


you read that the American people 
•want to see peace In Europe or do 
they want tie -war to go on so they 
can continue to make fortunes out 
of it?" 


Again I replied that I was certain 


our country would never be Influenced 
by such sordid considerations as were 
Implied In the relchikanzler's question, 
but that If the right kind of peace 
could be brought about the whole 
country would eageily embrace it. 


The subject of the TJ-bout campaign 


was never mentioned and It was not 
until several months later when the 
submarine warfare iras started again 
on n greater scale than ever that I 
realized that the whole purpose of 
this Interview was to ascertain If they 
could, without telling me their Inten- 
tions, who was the candidate, Hughes 
or Wilson, who would be least dan- 
gerous to them if more American ves- 
sels were sunk in the ruthless sub- 
marine campaign they were then con- 
templating. 


The election was drawing close; it 


was necessary to notify Von Berns- 
torff of Potsdam's preference; the kai- 
ser believed that perhaps ho held the 
deciding ballot In bis hand In the 
ehnpe of the German-American vote 
and he didn't know how to cast it. 
Hence the eagerness with which they 
Interrogated me upon my return from 
the "front." 


The Interview with the rclchshnnzler 


and the fact that It was Instigated by 
the kaiser Indicated to me that Amer- 
ica occupied a most important place 
In the kaiser's plans. When, a few 
mouths later, we declared war against 
Germany, however, all the kaiser's 
planning nnd plottiig of years col- 
lapsed. The edifice he had been so 
confidently erecting came crashing to 
the ground because It was built upon 
a false foundation. How elementary 
was his expectation that his efforts to 
win the' friendship of the United 
States In time of peace could avail 
him anything In the face of his bar- 
baric methods of making war! 


CHAPTER V. 


The Kaiser DefuniJ» German 
W«r 


Methods. 


The kaiser was always very careful 


about everything which might affect 
his health, and even after tho war 
started, when his attention was natu- 
rally occupied by many pressing prob- 
lems, he did not neglect his teeth, but 
came to me as regularly as he had al- 
wajs doue. 


Of this I was very glad, because it 


gave me an opportunity to druw the 
kaiser out on many of the interesting 
questions which the war suggested 
and which I found him always ready 
to discuss. Perhaps the fact that I 
was an American led the kulser to 
greater lengths In his justification of 
German war methods and measures 


I than he might otherwise have thought 
| necessary. 


The first time T saw the kaiser after 


the war started was about August 10, 
1014. 
Between 
eleven and twelve 


o'clock the night before, I had been 
notified by telephone that the kaiser 
would like me to attend him at the 
Berlin palace the following morning 
nt nine o'clock. Pie was about to make 
his first visit to the front and wanted 
his teeth examined before he went. 


The work I had to do for him was 


nothing of a serious character and did 
not occupy more than twenty minutes. 
One of his valets c.tocd by to give mo 
eny assistance I might need, but left 
the room when I was through. 


"Have you been reading in the pa- 


pers, Davis," the kaiser asked when we 
were alone, "how our soldiers have 
been treated by the Belgians?" 


I said I had not had a chance to 


read the papers that morning." 


"Well, you must certainly read them. 


They've been gouging out the eyes of 
our wounded and mutilating my men 
horribly 1 They call It modern, civi- 
lized warfare. 
That's savagery! I 


hope your president is taking notice 
of these atrocities." 


Of course I was In no position to 


contradict the kaiser's assertions, as 
I was not In possession of any of the 
facts, but I learned afterward that 
four American newspaper correspond- 
ents bad scoured Germany from one 
end of the country to the other In an 
effort to run down these reports. They 
left no rumor unInvestigated, no mat- 
ter how far they had to travel to ver- 
ify it. When they had finally exhaust- 
ed every clup and followed every lead 
they had not found a single case to 
Justify the charge the kaiser had made 
against the Belgians and which, of 
course, the Inspired German press con- 
tinued to report from day to day. 


The object of these lies was to jus- 


tify the outrages which the Germans 
were committing In their plan to ter- 
rorise the Inhabitants of the countries 
| they were overrunning. According U> 
reports the activities of franc-tireurs 
in tho occupied territories were met 
by the Germans with the most bar- 
baric punishments, crucifixion 
and 


similar atrocities being very common. 
Undoubtedly the kaiser was aware of 
what his soldiers were doing, and to 
defend their conduct he lent s ready 
ear to the unfounded charges made 
against the Belgians. 


"I have already framed a message 


which I Intend (ending to your presi- 
dent roeardlng the aio of dumdum 
bullets by th« Belgian] and Branch," 
the kaiser went on, "W« have ample 
proof to establish thin charge not only 
In the character of the wounds suffered 
b" my soldiers bat in the shape of an- 


used cartridges which we found In the 
captured torts." 


Strangely enough, the kaiser sent 


off his protest to President Wilson 
about the same day that President 
Polncare forwarded a similar protest 
hosed upon the use of dnmdum bullets 
by the .Germans. 


Regarding thi> violation of Belgium's 


neutrality, tho kaiser was able to of- 
fer no reasonable argument. TUe fact 
that he was willing to pay Belgium for 
permission to allow bis armies to go 
through that country was apparently 
sufficient justification in his eyes for ! 
taking by force what Belgium refused 
to sell. 
j 


'TTow foolish of Belgium to have re- 


sisted us!" he declared, in this con- j 
nectlon. "Had they consented to let 
us walk through we would have paid 
for everything—everything I 
Not a 


hair of their heads would have been 
touched nnd Belgium today would be 
In tlie same happy financial condition 
that Luxembourg Is." 


At a subsequent Interview we re- 


ferred to I'elglum again, and the kai- 
ser alleged that ,Tapan had violated 
the neutrality of China when she sent 
troops through Chinese territory to 
seize Klao Cuau. 


"It is all right for the allies to do 


these thing's," he commented sarcas- 
tically, "but when Germany does them 
England rises up In righteous Indig- 
nation. 
Tbe hypocrites I 
Why, we 


found 
papers 
In 
Brussels 
which 


showed conclusively that England and 
Belgium h:td a secret agreement by 
which In the event of war with Ger- 
many England was to be permitted to 
occupy Belgium! We've got those pa- 
pers In Berlin. We could have no 
more posiu\e proof npiinst them. The 
Belgians were simply England's tools!" 


Some of the arguments the kaiser 


raised In his discussions with me re- 
garding the war were ao weak and 
untenable that one might well doubt 
his sincerity In urging them, but I 
shall give them for what they are 
worth. 


"They refer to us as the Huns 1" the 


kaiser observed bitterly. 
"If your j 


people could see what tho Russians , 
have done In the Bukowiaa and east- 
ern Prussia they would know then 
who are the real Huns I They de- 
stroyed everything they could lay 
their hands on. In one of my shoot- 
Ing lodges which the Cossacks entered 
they even knocked out the teeth of the 
boars' heads which hung on the walls I 
With knlveii they cut out the covers of 
my chairs. 
They bad special fire 


bombs which they threw on peaceful 
villages. These bombs had been con- 
structed In peace times and were de- 
signed solely for pillage and destruc- 
tion. 


"Instead of treating their soldiers 


as prisoners of war we should have 
sti.mg them up by the neck—erery 
ope of them I" 


Several prominent Poles, who were 


patients of mine and whoso fine es- 
tates in Poland were looted and de- 
molished, told me positively that tho 
destruction 
nnd depredations 
were 


committed entirely by German troops. 
The Russians had occupied tho houses 
when they were In possession of that j 
section of tlie country, but It was not 
until they i\eift driven out by the Ger- 
mans that the acts of vandalism were 
committed and they had convincing 
evidence that In every cose the Ger- 
man soldiers and not the Hussions 
were responsible. 


Tbe outrages committed by the Ger- 


mans In tholr treatment of prisoners 
of war will probably never be known 
In their entirety. We do know that 
tbey executed Captain Fryntt, the 
commander ol a British merchant ves- 
sel, who wus captured after he had 
rammed a German C-boat 
I don't 


know to what extent the kalaer was 
directly responsible for that dastardly 
crime, but from what he sold regard- 
Ing the capture of anothe» British cap- 
tain, the commander of the Baralong, 
It was qulto evident that he was In 
entire sympathy with nets o£ that 
character. 


A German TJ-boat had sunk a Brit- 


ish vessel upon which were some of 
the relatives of the crew of the Bara- 
long. 
The crew of this U-bont was 


subsequently captured by the Bara- 
long, and according to reports In Gfir- 
ruauy they were harshly treated. Then 
It was reported that the Bamlong hud 
been captured and that her captain 
and the crew would be summarily 
dealt with. 


"I hear ue have captured the cap- 


tain of the B.iralong," the kaiser de- 
clared to me at that time. "If we can 
prove that he's the man well fix him '" 


The manner In which the kaiser 


spoke left no doubt In ray mind Ihat 
tbe direst punishment would be meted | 
out to the unfortanato British captain, i 


Booty is undoubtedly a legitimate 


incident of w ar, but It is legitimate \ 
only as an Incident. Otherwise booty 
becomes loot. In any event, when In- 
vading troops seize private property It 
Is customary to pay £or It 
That the 


Germans wore good takers but poor 
payers Is revealed by two Incidents 
which the kaiser narrated to me, and 
tbe keen enjoyment he derived from 
them can be fully understood only by 
those who know how much tbe kaiser 
appreciates 
getting 
something 
for 


nothing. 


"Houmania wanted our gold for food 


products," be told me. "They demand- 
ed pure gold and they set enormous] 
prices on their wares; but we needed j 
what they bad to sell and we were! 
ready to puy even the outrageous 
prices they demanded. And then tbeyj 
foolishly declared war against us and 
wo got it all for nothing! When I 
spoke to Bmdenbnrg about the con- 
templated campaign against Roumn- 
nia he eald, 'This will be a very Inter- 
esting campaign.' It was. We got all 
we wanted and didn't have to pay a 
penny for It" 
\ 


' 
The kaiser beamed all over as taj 


contemplated the results of! Houma- 
nia's entry in the war. 
| 


When the German troops entered} 


Tarnapol, Russia, at a later time they 
captured vast quantities of American- 
mado hospital supplies. 


"We were jnst figuring what this 


seiiuro amounted to, and my army 
doctors were strutting around as If 
they owned tlie world," declared the 
kftlwr, "when one of my officers WES 
apuroachfld by a ei'onr of long-haired, 
ffteasy Jews, who claimed'that theso 
Bnnplloa belonged to them. 'They are 
our private property; we bonght them 
and we should be compensated if you 


them,' they contended. TOd ion 
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pay for them?' my officer asked. 'No, 
we didn't pay for them, but we gave 
our notes,' they replied- Then,' said 
my officers, 'when you take up tkofto 
notes we'll pay for these stores; In 
the meanwhile well Just take them.1 
We secured, bandages, serums—every- 
thing, in fact, that we needed so very 
badly, and we cot them all for noth- 
ing!" 


I did not know at that time that the 


German army lacked medical supplies, 
but later I saw paper bandages Ln use. 


I have previously referred to the 


kaiser's defense of tho use of Zeppe- 
lins against Paris, London and other 
nonmllltary cities. He claimed that It 
was proper to make war on clvfflaus, 
because England was endeavoring to 
starve Germans'. On one occasion I 
pointed out to him that in 1870 the 
Germans had besieged Paris and had 
starved Its population. 


"The cases are entirely different," 


he answered hastily. "Then wp were 
besieging a city nnd tbe civilian pop- 
ulation bad plenty of opportunity to 
evacuate it before the siege began. 
England is besieging a whole nation 
and trying to starve my women and 
children, who have nothing to do with 
war." 


I couldn't help thinking of the 


"whole nations" which had been ab- 
solutely crushed under tho kalser'a 
heel—of Belgium, Servla nnd Poland. 


The kaiser never admitted that tbe 


destruction of the Lusltanla was a re- 
sult of special Instructions from him 
to the U-boat commander, but In dls- i 
cussing the general subject of snbma- j 
rlno warfare he asked: 


"What right have Americans to take 


passage on these vessels, anyway? If i 
they came onto the battlefield thoy | 
would not expect us to stop firing, 
would they? Why should they expect 
any greater protection when they en- 
ter the war zone at sea? 


"Don't ever forget," he went on, "a j 


buliet from a pistol would be enougli 
to sink one of our U-boats. How can 
we stop and board vessels we encoun- 
ter to ascertain whether they arc neu- 
tral and not carrying contraband? If 
what appears to be a neutral should 
in fact prove to be a belligerent, or If 
•i belligerent should heave to in re- 
sponse to the commnnd of one of our 
-ubrcmrlnes, how could we safely send 
a boarding party over when a rifli' 
shot from the vessel In question would 
wnd us to the bottom? Obviously If 
Xmcrlca persists In sending munitions 
in the nlllr'S, there is but one thing 
for ns to do—sink the vessels."
